16.—Owing to the 
critical” Situation which has with 
suddenness developed on the 
western front and which is likely to 
continue until the Allied nations have 
materially increased the strength of 
their forces, the government of Can- 
ada, after the most careful consid- 
eration of all the circumstances and 
possible consequences, has reached 
the decision that it is not only desir- 
able but absolutely essential that 
substantial reinforcement be secured 
for the Canadian expeditionary forces 
without delay, 

In view of the emergency that has 
arisen it is now recognized that the 
additional, men so urgently needed 
can not be secured within the time 
required through the ordinary opera- 
tion of the Military Service Act or 
of any system of individual selection. 
The government has therefore de- 
cided that the only way in which re- 
inforcements can be secured in time 
and in sufficient numbers is by tak- 
ing authority to order out for service

The British made a_ successful 
counter-attack in the neighborhood 
of Wytschaete. Repeated German 
attacks north of Bailleul were re- 


pulsed, the Germans suffering heavy 
losses, 


Germany's mighty effort on the 
battle front of Flanders has won 
new successes, According to the 
latest reports, the important strat- 
egic towns of Bailleul, Wulverghem 
and Wytschaete are in German 
hands, and, more important still, the 
Teutons have carried a large part 
of Messines ridge by storm, 


Probably there has been no more

a Wolsey, a Buonaparte. Jobn Stuart 

Mill, in his treatise on “Liberty,” 

pointe out: 

1. That an increase in the power of 
the State is prejudicial to liberty. 

2. That a distinction can be drawn 
between that part of human life 
“ia which it is chiefly the individual 
that is interested,” and “that part 
which chiefly interests society,” 
aud that liberty is infringed if the 
State interferes with the first part. 

8. That the most valuable element in 
human life is spontaneous chotoe, 
Anything which is done by a coms 
puleory power diminishes the acope 
of that choice and thus infringes 
liberty. 

To the firat proposition that increase 
iu the power of the State is prejudi- 
cial to liberty, it might be pointed 
out that in some cases the interference 
of the State saves the individual from 
being interfered with by other indi- 
viduals more powerful than than him: 
self. In so far, therefore, as the State 
substitutes ordered and reasonable 
interference for the arbitrary inter- 
ference of individuals it increases 
liberty. The workman may have 
more liberty uuder a Faotory Act than 
when he is subject to the will of an 
individual employer; he may have 
more liberty by the collective bargain- 
ing of a trades union than if he had 
to make the bargain for himself. The 
Preaumption;ie rather in favor of State 
interference jnoreasing liberty than 
diminishing it. There is vot the 
same reason to fear the interference of 
the majority ae to fear the tyranny of 
® powerful individual. A measure 
approved by the majority e.g. the 
atate because the individual compos- 
ing it have had to give up their indi- 
vidual and anti social interests againat 
each other in order to form a majority 
is more likely to represent that reason- 
able and collective will of Society 
whicn makes real liberty possible 
tnan is the measure of an individual 
State interference promotes liberty 
if it expresses collective as against in- 
dividual interference.
